Long before the advent of Buasco 
Ibanez it was. patent to the cosmo- 
politan eye that Fifth Avenue is ** the 
“ most splendid thoroughfare in the 
“ world.”” For one thing, no other 
metropolis focuses in a single street 
so much of its life and color. It is 
the centre of fashionable residence, 
of club life, of hotel life, of shopping 
of all sorts, from linens and laces to 
antique rugs, rare furniture and old 
masters. It is our Bond Street, our 
Piccadilly aiid our Park Lane rolled 
into one.

THE DEATH OF KOLCHAK. 

Our times are too spacious and too 
complex. to allow to individuals the 
dominant position that they have often 
held, despite a certain school of his- 
torians, in great crises of the past; 
and yet the epic and the essay on éco- 
nomics do not fully cover current his- 
tory. Theére is still a place, if a minor 
oné, for the drama of the individual, 
the action of the hero who, though 
subordinated to the chorus and the 
orchestra, still has his few lines to 
speak.

From, Siberia has come at last the 
story of the end of Admiral Kotcuax. 
When his armies gave way before the

PICKETING THE EMBASSY. 

The women who haye béen “ pick- 
eting.’’ the British Embassy at Wash- 
ington, first from the street and now 
from airplanes laden with propaganda 
literature, may know more about what 
is going on in Ireland than anybody 
else, and they. may sympathize deeply 
with the rebels, but they seem to be 
unfamiliar with the first principles of 
diplomatic intercourse between friend- 
ly: nations as established by inter- 
national law. Envoys, that is to 
say Ambassadors, Ministers and Con- 
suls, must be protected by the States 
to which they are accredited. This 
means not only protection from as- 
sault but protection from persecution 
and annoyance, which, says an au- 
thority on the subject, ‘“‘ must find its 
“expression not only in the ‘neces- 
‘* gary police measures for the pre- 
“ vention of offenses, but also in spe- 
*‘ cially severe punishment to-be in- 
** flicted upon offenders.’’ 

It is held that ‘‘ diplomatic’ envoys 
** are just as sacrosanct as heads of 
** States.’’ Represéntatives would 
never be sent to any State to occupy 
@ legation unless the Government rec- 
ognized its obligation to protect the 
premises and guard the inmates 
molestation, invasioris of their pri- 
vacy, ridicule and insult. They are 
official guests of the nation and can- 
not be expected to swear out warrants 
and find a policeman, like a private 
citizen, when their privileges are dis- 
regarded and their rights are flouted. 

The British Embassy has made no 
complaint to the State Department 
about the “ picketing’ of its gréunds 
by petticoated friends of Irish inde- 
pendence, who assumed that, because 
they were women, théy would be al- 
lowed to do what would not be per- 
mitted to men by the authorities. 
Some women have not yet learned. 
that political equality means equality 
before the law, ‘that they enjoy no 
privileges and exemptions which men 
cannot claim, that they cannot expect 
immunity from the penalty of their 
transgressions againat even a minor 
statute, 86 when the Government 
was informed that the misguided vol- 
unteers were posted with accusing and 
obnoxious banners before the British 
EXmbassy and that their. purpose was 
to annoy the official representative of 
Great Britain, it became the duty of 
the authorities, without complaint or 
appeal, to afford the necessary pro- 
tection and to abate the nuisance. 
What can be done in the way of fur- 
hishing an air patrol against the latest 
form of the attack remains to be seen. 

It was ‘not necessary to hunt up an 
ancient Federal statute to keep the 
police in countenance. Friends of 
Irish independence in this country are 
not limited in their action and proce- 
duré, except that they must let British 
diplomatic: officers alone. They may 
agitate lawfully as much as they 
‘please, but they must respect the obli-| 
gation of the United States Govern- 
ment to protect the embassy in Wash- 
irigton, or consular quarters any-

For More Emphasis on the Maritime 
History of the Country. 


To the Bdltor of The New York Times: - 

Let me suggest another respect in 
which American histories might be re- 
written to advantage in fairness of 
treatment of particular phases of our 
national development, in addition to 
what Professor Herbert Adams Gibbons 
proposes In Saturday's issue. I refer 
especially to the almost. total ignoring 
of our maritime achievements through- 
out the record as presentéd in our school | 
and college text books. Some months 
ago I examined two college text books 
on. United States history, . obviously 
written expressly for college under- 
graduate classes. What did I find? 
Both books were fully 500 pages in size, 
But inoone I found a paragraph on ship- 
ping or navigation and in the other a 
page, or two. 

Now, the fact is that at the time of 
the Criméin war, as Richard Cobden 
stated in the House of Commons, our 
ocean-going tonnage actually exceeded 
that of Great Britain. Meanwhile, the 
decline and dwindling .of our maritime 
prestige is equally ignored, as to causes 
and conditions contributing thereto, by 
our historians. Nor is our actual achieve- 
ment in shipping on the Great Lakes 
noted with any due regard to the ¢oo- 
nomic import of the stupendous achieve- 
mént as a factor in making of this coun- 
try the first power in iron and steel 
production. * 

I do not wish to discredit our writers 
of text books, because the work is dif- 
ficult ahd does not pay the authors for 
their trouble; but the fact is that they 
are written too much from the view- 


point of the library and not enough from | advanced scale,

OTTAWA, April 6.—By decision of the 
Eypreme Court today, newsprint con- 
trol in Canada ceases, for a time at 
least. 


Board of .Conimercé, forced Canadian 
newsprint ‘manuyfacturerg to rétain in 
Canad& 15 per cent. of their output for 
home consumption at a fixed price of 
$80 a ton. ‘The legality of this order 
was chalienged by Price Brothers, and 
the Supreme Court .today decided ing 
their favor. The control was based on 
newsprint being a necessity of life. It 
was’ found otherwise by the court. 
There is also pending before the Su- 
preme Court a reference as to the 
legality of the,Boarc of Commerce: Un- 
til this is decided the Government will 
take no further actiom in newsprint con- 
trol; . 

The Government’s authority to control 
is not. challenged by today’s decision, 
but the ground on which’ this control 
was exercised. The decision was given 
by four of the Supreme Court Judges, 
with Justice Mignault dissenting. The 
Chief Justige did not participate, as in 
the absence of the Governor he has been 
acting as Chief Executive, and as such

Third Woman is Rescued from 
Building by Human Chain. Com- 
posed of Four Men. 





One woman lost her Hfe_unnecessarily 
by jumping from the top floor when res- 
cue was if, sight, another woman saved 
herself by running down four flights of 
stairs through fire and smoke with a 
pillow before her face; and another wo- 
man was saved by a human chain com- 
posed of four men, when a fire, shortly 
after 10 o’clock tast night; burned rapid- 
ly through a five-story lodging house at 
162 Madison Avenue, near Thirty “sqcond| gy 
Street. 

The woman who jumped and was 
killed by the fall was. Mrs. Emily Ker- 
shaw, a widow, 55 years old, who had 
kept a boarding house until a few days 
ago at 249 Madison Avenue. She was 
on the fifth floor, talking with Mrs. 
Josephine Mayer, When the cry of 
‘* Fire!’ rang through the house. She 
ran to the staircase. and found her 
escape apparently cut off«by the volume 
of smoke and flame running up. She 
and other tenants on that floor ran back 
and forth in a panic. Finally, to escape 
the dense smoke she climbed out upon 
a window ledge on the fourth floor. 

In the meantime. Truck Company No. 
24 had arrived and was running up lad- 
‘ders against the, front of the building, 
while lines of npse were being carried 
into an adjoining building on the down- 
town side. A dozen firemen shouted at 
her not to jump, promising speedy res- 
cue, but ‘she did not hear them, and, dver- 
come by the panic, she Jumped. She was 
killed instantly by the fall to the ce- 
mént pavement-in front of the house. 

Her companion, Mrs. Mayer, who is a 
yéry. small. woman, about 60 years old, 
caught up a pillow, held it tightly 
her face, and ran down. the stairs 
through the fire, which had been carried 
from floor to floor through ‘the stair- 
well.
